Park. Miss Kimo ran the 7-furlongs in 1:22!;, two-fifths of a second faster than Twilight Tear’s 1944 record. Miss 
Kimo, sold for $4,700 at the 1945 Keeneland Sales, has won a total of $137,267.

GALLOP POLL, by Our Readers 
Its Demand 
That’s Failing 


From Harry Sharpe, San Jose, Cali}. 

From a Btoop-Horse editorial (July 
26): “This business of encouraging small 
breeders is as sound economically as for 
grocers to encourage the multiplication of 
groceries.” 

From the San Francisco Chronicle, Au- 
gust 5, anent Town Meeting of the Air 
George V. Denny’s article of Faith: 

“Out of the clash of honest discussion, 
conducted in the floodlight of public con- 
science, lies our best hope for finding the 
right answer to our problems.” 

It is generally accepted that the sine 
qua non for any structure is a “sound” 
foundation, and an expert correlation of 
the stresses and strains of the sections 
superimposed on it. The bloodstock breed- 
ers, large and small, furnish the raw ma- 
terials, the trainers polish them, the own- 
ers provide the sinews of war, the race 
tracks exhibit the finished articles, and 
the spectators, in the final analysis, furnish 
the financial wherewithal. .. . 

On the ground floor, the bloodstock 
breeders’ present conditions are not satis- 
factory. The foundation appears to be 
sinking, and the tenants of the upper floors 
are either unaware of this dangerous state 
of affairs, or consider it the other guy’s 
bad luck, or bad management, or both, 
and not a condition they feel called upon 
to help rectify. Surely, an ostrich policy. 

Tue Broop-Horse’s homily ad- 
dressed to California bloodstock breeders, 
the text being the slump in prices at the 
Santa Anita yearling sales last July, and 
the cause thereof being attributed to over- 
production resulting from the molly cod- 
dling of California breeders, via breeder’s 
bonuses and races restricted to California- 
breds only. (Of course a_ contributing 
cause Of the sales slump could have been 
the big guns reserving their ammunition 
for a shot at Mr. L. B. Mayer’s yearlings 
when they are dispersed this coming fall.) 

Supply and demand being universally 
the controlling factors in all business, it 
might be useful to search for the cause of 
the Santa Anita slack-up in demand. Dur- 
ing preceding years, owing to the flood of 
dollars let loose by government wartime 
expenditures, many folks found themselves 
with the financial wherewithal to gratify a 
long repressed desire to Gwn a race horse, 
and forthwith acquired one or more year- 
lings.

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c¢y’M afraid,” said our friend from the West Coast, “‘you 

hurt their feelings in California with that stuff about 
the economic unsoundness of 10 per cent breeders’ awards. 
Maybe you were a little too rough.” 

In that case, we apologize and say it again, more gently. 
If we spoke of California, it was only to point the way, 
through specific example, to a generalization. 

The philosophy which ends in breeders’ awards is spread- 
ing. The latest convert is Illinois, whose Governor Dwight 
Green on July 22 signed a bill including the following pro- 
vision: 

Provided further, that to encourage the breed- 

ing of horses in the State of Illinois, a sum equal 

to 10 per cent of the winning purse of every race 

won by an “Illinois bred” horse shall be paid by the 

licensee conducting the horse racing meeting to the 
breeder of the animal. The amount so paid to any 
breeder shall be taken from the licensee’s share of 

the money wagered and shall in no event reduce any 

award to the owner of the horse or reduce the 

amount of privilege taxes payable under this Act. 

The amount so paid by the licensee shall be paid at 

the end of each racing meet. An “Illinois bred” 

horse within the meaning of this section is deemed 

to be a foal dropped in the State of Illinois from a 

mare owned by an Illinois breeder. The “breeder” 

as used herein, means the owner of the mare at 

time foal is dropped and said owner is a bona fide 

resident of Illinois. The Illinois Racing Board shall 
provide for the registration of all “Illinois bred” 
horses. No horse shall be allowed to compete in 

an “Illinois bred race” unless the horse is so regis- 

tered. 

There are about eight million persons in Illinois. The 
immediate beneficiaries of this the legal action of their 
elected representatives will number about five dozen, at a 
liberal estimate. 

In making laws concerning racing and breeding the 
consideration of first importance is the general good. In 
this sport of kings we have become so used to special privi- 
lege that we consider ourselves slipping if we do not con- 
tinually call for more. Some day, while we are pointing to 
another piece of white meat, we may get a few fingers 
chopped off. 

In seven or eight states the people’s money is being spent 
to encourage the breeding of race horses. 
necessary to

sized county, with thousands of acres left over for ordinary

agricultural production. ‘There is no reason for such con- 
centration, and no one would consider it wise. But it must 
be recognized that the business of breeding race horses is 
too small an industry for its fabric to remain sound under 


the artificial stretching of governmental expanders. 


Bonuses, subsidies, awards, and special privileges will 
not, except over very short periods, substitute profit for loss. 
They only insure, in the long run, larger losses for greater 
numbers of persons—and forfeit the public’s good will at 
the same time. 

You can sell a subsidy to a blind legislature. But, when 
there are more horses than the market wants, you cannot 
blindfold all the buyers. The more money turned into 
special awards for breeders, the more certainly does the 
breeder face the prospect of eventual loss. 

And there is no legislation which can give the so-called 
small breeder a continuing security. Breeders, large and 
small, ride the same boat. The only security possible is for 
the breeders of the best horses. 

If breeding Thoroughbreds is a sport, it makes a spec- 
tacle of itself by begging for money. If it is a business, it 
repudiates its own soundness by screaming for subsidy. 

If there ever comes a day when people are reluctant to 
produce enough race horses, then consideration of a pro- 
gram of breeders’ awards may be in order. ‘There has 
never been such a day. It is virtually impossible to con- 
ceive of such a situation, for when horses are needed buyers 
will pay enough for them to make a bonus unnecessary. 

There will always be fluctuations in the Thoroughbred 
market, of course. This is a normal hazard, to be faced 
It cannot be avoided by running under the wings 
of a confused legislature clucking over a thousand other and 
far more important problems. 

The normal, healthy, reasonable, and proper situation 
in bloodstock breeding is ruthless competition, and the devil 
is entitled to the hindmost. Any compromise with this prin- 
ciple, any coddling of those who cannot stand open compe- 
tition will only make the situation worse for all concerned. 

Now, if anyone can make out a case for breeders’ awards 
on the basis of the general good, please make it. Up to 
now we have had one good reason: ““That check comes in 
mighty handy.”

SaratToca Sprines, N. Y. 
Some of the expert opinion was that 
the first 2-year-old of the meeting to grace 
the winner’s circle—and Saratoga is one 
of the few tracks which still have a win- 
ner’s circle. carefully outlined in chalk 
each day—would be one of the best ones. 
This was Brookmeade Stable’s War Ad- 
miral filly Inheritance, bought from the 
H. P. Headley consignment at Keeneland 
last year for $25,000. 

The race was for maidens, and seven 
of the twelve starters, including Inherit- 
ance, had never raced before. The filly 
broke fast. but Jessop pulled her off the 
pace, then sent her along in the stretch. 
She won very easily in 1:0535 for the 514 
furlongs and this was only two-fifths of a 
second slower than Star Bout’s time next 
day in the Flash Stakes. which took a good 
deal more winning. 

Three races later Sis Lea, considered 
quite a good thing in a maiden race which 
was actually a split of the first, won all 
out in 1:06°5. Furthermore. Star Bout 
had a faster track. It was labeled fast 
both days. but there had been a good deal 
of rain Sunday, and when Inheritance ran 
the strip was not quite as well dried out. 
Among the more experienced 2-year- 
olds. Star Bout did a good job, chiefly on 
his own merits, but aided a little by the 
fact that My Request had scant room on 
the turn. The Greentree colt had speed 
from the start and he ran with real power 
through the stretch. My Request had a 
good run at him. once he got going, but 
Star Bout was never really threatened. I 
doubt if there is really a length and a 
half between the two—they were at equal 
weight—but Star Bout might have won it 
even if My Request had had no excuse. 
Best time in the early days of the meet- 
ing. however. was the 1:05 of Mrs. J. T. 
Maloney’s Big If, by King Cole. All the 
early pace was made by Circle M Farm’s 
Relic, which was supposed to be, and 
perhaps is. something special. Big If was 
never far away and in the run home proved 
strongest. winning by about a half-length. 
Relic, out for the first time, may improve 
off the race, and if he does he will rank 
with the tops here. 


The United States Hotel Stakes confirm- 
ed the impression in the Test. Star Bout 
had to give four pounds this time, My 
Request was closer up all the way, and 
had all he could do to win by a trifle. 
That leaves them very close together, and 
their later meetings will be interesting.

Special, but they are both in the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes and the Hopeful. 

The Special, by the way, has a change 
in its conditions this year. You nominate 
2-year-olds in groups of three—as many 
subscriptions as you like for $250 each, 
but three youngsters in each group. Then, 
for an additional consideration of $250, 
you can run one from each group of 
three. This means that if you accidental- 
ly put your two best 2-year-olds in the 
same subscription, you can run only one 
of them. The fees for subscription and 
starting made up the whole purse in 
previous years, but this season the Sara- 
toga Association will add a sum equal to 
the subscription fees. which essentially 
doubles the purse. 

It's probably better this way, for the 
race hasn’t had anything like as much 
money in recent years as the class of its 
fields deserved, but as it was the only race 
of this type—very properly called a spec- 
ial—it is with regret that I see it change.

The Beginning 
At Saratoga 


One session of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s annual yearling auctions at Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y., had been completed 
when this issue of THE BLoop-Horse went 
to press. The first night’s returns indi- 
cated that the market was well down, as 
compared with 1946, but left unsettled 
whether it was down by such a margin as 
at Keeneland, or in the earlier auctions in 
California. 

The first-night average of $5,013 was 
more than twice the $2.467 average of the 
first night in 1946. But consignments, in 
general, were not comparable. As com- 
pared with the $6,776 average for five 
nights of selling in 1946, the decline was 
26 per cent, as against Keeneland’s over- 
all decline of 31 per cent. As compared 
with the prices received by the consignors 
common to both years, the drop was 41 
per cent. 

Bids apparently came a trifle easier than 
at Keeneland. After the usual first-night 
confusion as to seating had delayed the 
start of the sales about 20 minutes, Auc- 
tioneer George Swinebroad ran the 46 
head through the ring in a little more than 
two hours. Several important buyers who 
stayed away from Keeneland were in 
action. 

From the ringside at Saratoga Alex 
Bower reported “the general impression 
among horsemen”: The market was strong. 
The better offerings sold well, and the 
less attractive ones brought prices com- 
mensurate with their apparent racing and 
earning potential. In the middle bracket 
the market was. if anything, stronger than 
at the top. 


Tuesday, August 12 


The 46 head sold at the first session, 
brought $230,600, average $5,013. 

The dispersal of the four yearlings be- 
longing to Henry Lustig’s Longchamps 
Farm brought the highest average for a 
consignor, $12,875. Another unusual con- 
signment was that of Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller, who sent four head from Califor- 
nia and received for them an average of 
$8,075. 

The largest group offered during the 
evening was that of Justin Funkhouser’s 
O'Sullivan Farms. Charles Town, W. Va. 
Here 1] head averaged $2,463. 

Dr. Frank A. O’Keefe’s Pine Brook 
Farms. Warrenton, Va., was able to im- 
prove substantially on its 1946 average, 
but in this case four colts were sold, as 
against two fillies last year. One of the 
colts, sold for $6.000, was the son of Tinta- 
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gel and My Hattie which Calumet Farm 
manager Paul Ebelhardt recently gave a 
blue ribbon in the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Association’s annual show. 

Taken together, the six consignors who 
sold in both years had the following aggre- 


gates: In 1946, 13 head, $80,700, average 
$6.208; in 1947, 26 head, $95,700, average 


$3.681, a decline of 41 per cent.

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Calumet Farm prior to the running of 
the George Woolf Memorial Stakes on 
August 6 already had five aces showing. 
They were Armed, one of the top handi- 
cap horses, Faultless and Fervent, two of 
the top 3-year-olds, and Bewitch and Cita- 
tion. between them undefeated in their 
first 11 starts as 2-year-olds. 

In the George Woolf, Calumet produced 
a hole card at which canny Ben Jones had 
been peeking for some time. The hole 
card was Free America, big swaggering, 
good-looking son of *Blenheim 2nd out 
of the excellent racer producer 
Columbiana. Hole card Free America 
gave Calumet one of the strongest hands 
in American Turf history. 

Free America had made his first start 
of the year at Keeneland on April 19. In 
that affair he was off in a tangle, but at 
the finish was running over horses. The 
winner was Whirl Blast. the other half of 
the Calumet entry. Free America was 
fourth. 

Free America broke his maiden at 
Churchill Downs on May 9, winning by 
four lengths at five furlongs. Convinced 
that Free America was another ace, Train- 
ers Ben and Jimmy Jones rested the colt 
until July 22 when he again won by two 
lengths. this time at Arlington Park. 
For the George Woolf Calumet had 
named Citation and Free America, but 
Citation was scratched (reserved for 
Washington Park Futurity of August 16). 
leaving Free America the lone Calumet 
representative. 

As in his first start of the year, Free 
America met with early trouble in his first 
stakes start, and Doug Dodson was forced 
to take him up sharply. From then on 
Dodson, riding without a whip, had only 
to guide the strapping colt, which worked 
his way to third at the beginning of the 
stretch and wore down Loujac and Pine- 
bloom in the drive to the wire, winning 
by a length. Time for the six furlongs 
was 1:1175. 

Free America’s victory was the sixth 
stakes win of the year for Calumet’s 2- 
year-olds. Citation had won the Elemen- 
tary Stakes July 30, Bewitch had tucked 
away the Debutante, Hyde Park. Polly- 
anna, and Arlington Lassie Stakes. 

On August 9, Bewitch copped the Prin- 
cess Pat Stakes for her seventh consecu- 
tive victory, running her earnings total to 
$143.725. 

Collectively, Free American, Bewitch, 
and Citation have won 15 times in 16 
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In the 2-Year-Old Division

starts, already have earned a total of 
$190,241 as compared with the $65,000 
earned by Calumet’s 2-year-olds in the 
whole of last year when the stable set a 
new American earning record. 


The end was not yet. Though Armed 
and the 3-year-olds would have to take de- 
feats along with victories. indications were 
that Warren Wright could send Bewitch. 
Citation, and Free America back to green 
acres of Calumet Farm, and still have two 
or three top-class 2-year-olds. Not many 
times in racing history had an owner dealt 
himself such a hand. 


Gallorette Comes Closer 


With Stymie, Assault and Armed moving 
past Whirlaway in the matter of money 
earnings, the threat of another challenger 
to another record-holder had been nearly 
overlooked. 

With the running of the Wilson Stakes 
at Saratoga on August 4, however, atten- 
tion of the racing public to Gallorette’s 
achievements once more was brought into 
focus. 


On June 2. Gallorette captured the 
Queens County Handicap, defeating Sty- 
mie by a neck, earning $14,950, and mov- 
ing to within $54,850 of the $334,035 rec- 
ord set by Busher, the country’s leading 
mare in the matter of earnings. 

On the eve of the Wilson Stakes, Gallor- 
ette’s earnings totaled $294,085. 

Precedent was not against a mare win- 
ning the event. but it had happened only 
once—Esposa triumphing in 1937 and 
then coming back for second in 1940. 
Since 1940, the only mare to come close 
has been Gallorette. In the 1946 running 
she lost to Pavot by a neck. being 
slow to settle into stride, working her way 
up steadily and finishing fast, moving 
from fifth position at the head of the 
stretch. 

The field in this year’s running on a 
Saratoga track which was rated faster 
than in many years consisted of Horn- 
beam, King Dorsett. and Bridal Flower. 
like Gallorette carrying 112 pounds, and 
Brown Mogul with 114 pounds. 

Gallorette was third coming around the 
final turn, and she made her surge at the 
beginning of the stretch. At that point 


she was one and a half lengths behind 
second by a 


With 


Hornbeam, which was 
head to pace-setter King Dorsett. 


Jockey Job Dean Jessop urging her, Gal- 
lorette gained with every stride. 

At the final furlong she was even with 
Hornbeam and King Dorsett, drew away 
in the final sixteenth, winner by a length. 


Time for the race was 1:3524, four 
fifths of a second better than the track rec- 
ord time turned in by *Sun Briar in 1918 
and equaled by Fairy Wand a year later, 

The victory, plus $5,000 second money 
in the Whitney Stakes the following Satur- 
day. brought Gallorette’s total to $315,- 
435, which is $18,600 behind Busher. 


Clip-Clop, Clip-Clop, Bang! 


In the Whitney Stakes of August 9 at 
Saratoga Stymie was favorite at 45 cents 
to a dollar. His only opponents were 
Gallorette, which under the conditions of 
the race carried 112 pounds to Stymie’s 
126, and the South American *Rico Monte 
(113). Stymie, which thrives on racing 
and appears almost indestructible, turned 
into the stretch about four lengths behind 
Gallorette, which had made all the pace 
and was now busy resisting a challenge 
from *Rico Monte. It appeared to be 
the usual situation for Stymie: two good 
horses up front beating one another so 
thoroughly that he could come on and 
beat both of them. 


But this time he failed. *Rico Monte, 
which Ruperto Donoso had brought 
through on the inside at the last turn, cut 
away Gallorette’s half-length lead an inch 
at a time, beat her by a head. Stymie 
was third, a length and a half farther 
back. 

What had happened, the fractional 
times indicated, was that Gallorette and 
*Rico Monte had not worn themselves out 
with early speed. Gallorette went the 
first mile in an easy 1:3935, doing the 
fourth quarter in 26 seconds. Then she 
and *Rico Monte, running lapped, put 
in a final quarter in 23 seconds, finishing 
the race in the fast over-all time of 2:0235. 
If the published fractions were correct, 
Stymie, making up three lengths in the 
stretch, must have blazed his final quarter 
in a shade less than 2224 seconds. 

The $2,500 third money moved Stymie’s 
money-earning record up to $722.160.

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America’s Future Role 


In International Racing 


The Empire Gold Cup of July 19 made 
a great race. Like many another good 
and necessary experiment, it failed to 
provide a complete answer. 

It did not reveal whether the United 
States can establish an international race, 
or races, in which the champions of dis- 
tant countries can compete without having 
to face disadvantages of a decisive nature. 
But it left the way open for further trials. 
And it indicated the tremendous popular 
appeal of such contests. 


It left open the main question, whether 
the United States, because of its great 
distance from the principal European and 
southern hemisphere racing centers, can- 
not establish international classics which 
will become true tests of merit. 

The Empire City Racing Association, 
under the direction of young James But- 
ler, made a great experiment in the $100,- 
000-added, 15g-mile Empire City Gold Cup 
run at Belmont Park on July 19. It spent 
somewhere between a third and a half 
of a million dollars in organizing and 
running the race. Besides the initial 
European trip of Mr. Butler and Robert 
F. Kelley, public relations chief for the 
New York tracks, it kept Bruce Aitkens, 
specially employed to see that the foreign 
nominees were delivered in New York, 
flying across the Atlantic and the equator 
like a Long Island commuter going to and 
from work. 

It lost the three European entries early; 
they never reached the United States. The 
Argentine and Brazilian champions, En- 
deavour and Ensueno, got as far as the 
quarter-pole. Their long flight, the terri- 
bly hard training schedule they followed 
after their arrival, the unfamiliar course, 
its sloppy condition, and Ensueno’s droopy 
condition after the race left the impression 
that they had not been seen at their best. 

A lot of things had been learned. But 
there was still no prospect that in 1948 
James Butler could offer the second run- 
ning of the Empire Gold Cup with any 
dependable prospect of either a big eld 
or a small profit. The work done this year 
would largely have to be repeated, and the 
results were not such as to make the task 
much easier. 

Once more it appeared, as it has always 
appeared to this writer, that if we are 
to have genuine international racing, with 
the United States as a participant, the 
responsibility for it must be shared with 
other countries, and the race itself must 
be shared with other countries.

Naturally, if Mr. Butler wishes to carry 
on indefinitely with the Empire Gold Cup 
as an Empire City Racing Association pro- 
motion, he will receive warm applause, and 
a most vigorous part of it will come from 
this corner. As a spectacle and as a 
sporting venture, its first running left 
nothing to be desired except better luck 
for the South American visitors. But as 
an international test it was inadequate and 
inconclusive. As a business venture, it 
was written in red ink. As a promotion, 
it must have been migraine. 

So if Mr. Butler gives up on trying to 
make a great international race of the 
Empire Gold Cup, everyone will under- 
stand. And if he carries on they will ad- 
mire his sportsmanship—for that is what 
it will be. 


Share the Races 
Now, assuming, for just a moment, that 
young Mr. Butler does not wish to repeat 


in 1948 his labor of 1947, or that he is 
still undecided, I have taken the liberty 
to contrive, out of the inexpensive fabric 
of fancy, a tentative schedule for a series 
of international races in which the ex- 
pense, the profit (or loss), the responsi- 
bility, and the honor will be shared by the 
world. 


In these races there would be certain 
fixed conditions, continuing from year to 
year and from country to country. These 
fixed conditions would include distance, 
eligibility of horses, and the weight-for- 
age provision. That is, if the Empire Gold 
Cup were accepted as one of the inter- 
national series, it would remain at 15 
miles, for 3-year-olds and up, weight for 
age, whether run in the United States, 
England, France, South Africa, Brazil, 
Argentina, or elsewhere. Very likely it 
would have to be agreed that it would be 
run within a specified period in each year. 

Then the less constant details would 
be worked out by the management of the 
track at which the race was to be run in ~ 
any given year. 

By consultation with the leading rac- 
ing men of several countries, a committee 
could work out a time schedule, assigning 
each race to different countries for a few 
years ahead. Then, within each country, 
the most suitable track could be chosen

ditions of these national championships would provide (1) specified added money, (2) 
guarantee of expenses for winner and second to and from scene of international race, 
and (3) a later bonus, conditional upon winning or placing in international race. Thus 
expenditures could be kept in proportion to the standards of each country. 

For example, say the two-mile St. Simon Cup is to be run at Ascot, in England, in 


October, 1951. 


The Ascot authority offers added money of $50,000. Early in Septem- 


ber an American track, possibly Belmont Park, offers a $50,000 race at weight-for-age 


at the two-mile distance. 


The winner and second are paid their part of the purse and 


in addition have their expenses paid to England and back. If either of them wins the 
international race, the American track pays the owner an additional sum. 
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by methods devised within the country. 
Provision could be made that the race 
would have a value at least equal to the 
value of the richest race in that country 
in that year for that distance. Thus the 
added money could always be provided by 
the track at which the race would be 
run. 


Share the Responsibility 


If such a series were set up, each coun- 
try should assume responsibility for find- 
ing its best available representative for 
each race, and for delivering the horse to 
the country in which the race is to be run. 
For instance, if it happens that the world’s 
one-mile championship is to be decided 
at Ascot in 1950, American race tracks in 
that year would take special pains to dis- 
cover the best American milers, through 
a series of races in different sections of 
the country. There should be, finally, one 
or two championship races at a mile, in 
which a part of the added money would be 
in the form of an agreement to pay the 
expenses to England of the winner and 
second, plus a bonus contingent upon win- 
ning or placing in the international race. 

That is to say, the obligation to furnish 
its own representatives would be assumed 
by the participating country. It is to be 
supposed that most of the money spent by 
the Empire City Racing Association on 
the Empire Gold Cup was used for the 
purpose of obtaining foreign entries. This 
is an expense which the organization may 
not be able to assume year after year. It is 
an expense which may be borne easily 
—and profitably—if distributed among the 
different countries. The plan. 


Share the Advantage 


The objects of international racing are 
several, but chief among them are (1) 
to provide sporting spectacles and (2) 
to test the comparative merit of the best 
horses of different countries. These are 
essentially the same; if there is no ade- 
quate test of merit, the spectacle will soon 
disappear. Hence the most important 
task is to work out the means by which 
the horses of different countries can be 
brought together with the least possible 
disadvantage to the visitors. 

That is no small order, if the United 
States is to take a place in the routine. It 
means a considerable amount of experi- 
mentation and chance-taking. It means 
expensive trial and error. The right 
answer is worth a great deal of time and 
effort, trial and error, and money. But 
it is too much to expect that one race 
track in the U. S. can long continue either 
to take all the chance or provide all the 
money. 

Now, if Mr. Butler goes ahead with the 
Empire Gold Cup in 1948 and 1949 (he 
has indicated no other intention), he will 
be financing the earliest and most ex- 
pensive portion of the experimentation. 
But one more such result as he had in 
1947 and he may not have an international 
race left. By 1949 most people would 
have concluded that the United States does 
not fit into the picture of international 
racing. 


It is most important that the U. S. be- 
come a part of the routine of international 
racing for this reason—the rest of the 
world knows very little of the American 


Thoroughbred, and, knowing little, gives 
him a ranking below his probable class. 

There is a feeling abroad, among a few 
men who know something of racing and 
breeding in North America, that the 
American stud book possesses strains 
which would be of great value elsewhere. 
But this feeling cannot exist among those 
who do not know. 

The American Thoroughbred cannot 
prove his class simply by beating horses 
flown from other countries to New York or 
Chicago or Los Angeles. He must return 
the visit, take his own risk of shipment 
and unfamiliar conditions, and run well. 

If foreigners cannot sometimes win here, 
and American horses cannot sometimes 
win there, then we are out of the interna- 
tional racing picture, except in the fashion 
in which we are ably represented abroad 
through the efforts of some of our great 
sportsmen, most notably William Wood- 
ward, the chairman of The Jockey Club. 

Mr. Woodward has resumed his pre- 
war practice of sending a few good year- 
lings to be raced in England, where he 
has had a record of high success. One 
of the 2-year-olds now carrying the Zet- 
land spots in England is Black Tarquin 
(by *Rhodes Scholar out of the noted race 
mare Vagrancy), which appears among 
the most promising colts racing there. 

These sporting invasions advance the 
case of the American Thoroughbred, but 
they are mainly centered upon England, 
whose sportsmanship in bearing foreign 
invasions is everlasting. We need, beyond 
them. a continuing series of international 
races which will bring us in competition 
with the best horses of the whole world.

Grooms and Vans 


and New Records’, 
By ROBERT HEBERT 


Los ANGELES 
The season at Hollywood Park ended 
as it began, on a grumbling note from a 
minority group of grooms and hot-walkers 
on the backstretch for recognition of their 
A.F.L. union. At the start of the meeting, 
their demands were flatly rejected at an 
open hearing by owners and trainers of 
California stables. At the close of the 
season, with a charter in their pockets and 
a few more members on their rolls, they 
were rebuffed again. 


This time there was no hearing; owners 
refused to meet with representatives of the 
grooms to even discuss the matter. So, 
at 5 a.m. on July 30, four days before 
the close of the Hollywood Park season, 
Local 224 of the Teamsters’ Union re- 
fused to van horses to any race track in 
California unless the owner or trainer 
first signed a one-year contract with the 
Grooms, Stablemen, and Helpers Union of 
California, Local 800, an affiliate of the 
powerful Teamsters’ Union. 


The contract was dated August 4, day 
before the opening of the Del Mar meet- 
ing. It sought a minimum wage of $250 a 
month for grooms, and $150 a month for 
hot-walkers. There was no mention of 
hours, except in the unlikely event of twi- 
light racing. The membership demanded 
a union shop, with all employees joining 
Local 800 within 15 days. 

Any doubt that the ban was aimed 
specifically against Del Mar was removed 
when it was announced that horses could 
be shipped out of the State or back to the 
farm, but not to the little seaside track. 
It was a brazen attempt to force owners 
into a quick contract—or else. No strike, 
no nothing; just sign here on the dotted 
line, and we'll all be at Del Mar in a 
jiffy. 


Some Signed 


Some owners debated sending their 
horses back to the farm; some hired priv- 
ate vans; one or two signed; others sat 
back and waited. Two days later they 
had to wait no longer. The boycott was 
broken. The teamsters were willing to go 
along with the grooms, but not to the 
point of losing some $50 per day. They 
did some complaining, as men will do 
when they are idle and losing money need- 
ed at home. Finally George O. Coutant, 
secretary-treasurer of the grooms union, 
rescinded his order, and the teamsters 
manned their vans. 
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During the two days the ban was en- 
forced, grooms remained on their jobs and 
no attempt was made to interfere with 
racing at Hollywood Park. Coutant said 
he represented 75 per cent of the grooms 
and hot-walkers, a statement that horse- 
men challenged. 

Oddly enough, Coutant’s one _ horse, 
Gold Fun, had been transported to Del 
Mar the Sunday before it became a sin 
to van a horse to the seaside track. 


The Best at Hollywood 


Despite the labor pains from the back- 
stretch the Hollywood Park meeting was 
a sporting as well as a financial success. 
The 50-day season brought out some re- 
markably fast ‘races and some memorably 
fine horses. 

Cover Up developed swiftly to over- 
shadow the handicap field. Young and 
improving, the big chestnut colt by *Ali- 
bhai out of *Bel Amour 3rd, by *Beau 
Pere, ran the most impressive race Cali- 
fornians have seen in many years in win- 
ning the $100,000 Gold Cup. Possibly for 
the first time since the days of the color- 
ful little Seabiscuit we have now a true 
champion in the handicap ranks. Zack 
Addington and Trainer Ross Brinson plan 
to invade the East with him this summer, 


and it will be interesting to see what he 
can do against Assault, Stymie, and 
Armed. 

In the filly and mare ranks, the best 
of a rather below-average lot was Harry 
M. Warner’s Honeymoon. She won the 
$25,000 Vanity Handicap very decisively, 
and was third in the Gold Cup. Although 
clearly the best of her division, Honey- 
moon was nowhere near her brilliant form 
of last summer. 

The tragedy of the season was the un- 
timely death of Col. L. G. Burns’ Yankee 
Valor which was clearly the champion of 
the 3-year-old ranks. The development 
of the popular Heelfly—Valoria colt was 
remarkable, and his duels with On Trust 
had provided western Turfgoers with many 
exciting afternoons at the races. 

Yankee Valor and On Trust met 13 
times in all, with the final boxscore read- 
ing seven-to-six for On Trust. It was a 
memorable feud that began in earnest last 
summer at Del Mar, where Yankee Valor 
was clearly the better sprinter. They did 
not meet again until Santa Anita, and 
then On Trust was easily superior in dist- 
ance races. 


By Remote Control 


Shortly after the close of the Santa 
Anita season, Yankee Valor’s trainer,

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gentlemanly Paul Lycan, was stricken 
with a heart attack. From his hospital 
bed he directed the training of the colt 
by remote control. When Hollywood Park 
opened, Lycan had improved enough to 
resume active work and return to his 
daily chores to get Yankee Valor ready 
for his victory over On Trust in the Cinema 
handicap, and then for the finest race of 
his life, in the Hollywood Derby. 

Since the careers of Yankee Valor and 
On Trust have been so closely related, one 
more word about the latter before pushing 
on. There is a feeling that On Trust 
“tailed off” in his most recent races. With 
that, this reporter must disagree. Up to 
and including the Arlington Classic, On 
Trust had his speed. The only trouble 
was, his style of running had been chang- 
ed, and not for the better. 

To go back again for a moment: the 
best races On Trust ever ran in his career 
were last winter at Santa Anita when 
Ralph Neves reserved him off the early 
pace, then turned him loose in the stretch. 


When Johnny Longden took over as On 
Trust’s jockey, the colt’s style of running 
was changed gradually to conform to 
Longden’s style of riding. It was nothing 
you could put your finger on at first. But, 
in each succeeding race, On Trust was 
closer and closer to the early pace, all the 
time with high weight up. 

Longden, of course, is one of the top 
riders of the country. This is not meant 
particularly as a criticism of his horse- 
manship. It is merely to point out, once 
again, that certain riders fit certain horses. 
When On Trust comes out again next 
winter, a change in jockeys will help him. 
The best of the 2-year-old colts this sum- 
mer was Rex Ellsworth’s Roman In, by 
Arigotal out of Romanesque, by *Sir Gal-

Grandpere, a bay with a very powerful 
set of shoulders, by *Beau Pere out of 
*Brave Bird, by Heroic, was a $30,000 
purchase at the Louis B. Mayer dispersal 
Solidarity, a bay by *Alibhai out 
of *Jerrybuilt, by Empire Builder, was 
bid in for $21,000 at the same sale. Both 
have developed into high-class runners 
which will more than justify their purchase 
prices.

Among the 2-year-old fillies, the prize 
packages were Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Nursery School, an agile stretchrunner by 
Count Gallahad out of Kindergarten, by 
*Jacopo, and A. T. Jergins’ Zenoda. The 
latter is a tiny daughter of *Alibhai— 
*Constant, by Constant Son, and is train- 
ed by the popular Mickey Harrison. Zen- 
oda may not go on, but as far as she goes, 
she will make it in a hurry. In winning 
the $25,000 Starlet Stakes from wire to 
wire, she raced the six furlongs in 1:10 
flat, which is probably faster than 2- 
year-olds were ever meant to run. 

Mrs. Ann Peppers’ Irish-bred *Sulli- 
van improved every race, won five times, 
and should be a good horse in next win- 
ter’s Santa Anita Maturity stakes. He 
is a colt of fine speed and runs like he 
will go on. Roman In won four races, 
and so did Thomasa and Winsir. The 
latter pair started out in claiming races 
and may end up there again. 


Fast Strip 


No track in the country, possibly, has 
ever been as fast as Hollywood Park’s 
racing strip was this summer. Over it 
Honeymoon and the Sunshine Stable’s 
Buzfuz vaulted to a new world’s record 
of 1:2145 for seven furlongs. Rolling 
Hills Farm’s Artillery and Hacienda de 
Cortez’s See-Tee-See raced to a spectacu- 
lar dead-heat in the world record time of 
1:4135 for 15 miles, and Cover Up 
equaled the American record of 2:00 for 
a mile and a quarter. 


Ten track records were tied or broken, 
with the six furlong dash mark taking a 
resounding thumping all season long. R. 
S. Howard’s Breezing Home set the new 
standard of 1:0935, then along came On 
Trust, Be Sure Now, Spartan Noble, and 
*Fair Truckle to equal the mark. Wedding 
Plans and M’Dearsy tied the five furlong 
record of :58%5, and J. A. Lyons’ Please 
Men, a consistent gelding that is a cut 
or two under championship quality, set up 
a new record of 1:3525 for the mile. In 
winning the $50,000 Argonaut handicap, 
*Olhaverry equaled the old track record 
of 1:42 for 1;'5 miles, and Burning Dream 
shattered the mile and a furlong track 
record in capturing the $50,000 American 
handicap in 1:4815. 

That mile and a furlong track record, 
it seems, takes quite a beating every July 
4th. It may interest the statisticians to 
know that on July 4, 1938, *Ligaroti ran 
the distance in 1:50. That record lasted 
exactly a year, then in 1939 *Kayak 2nd 
lowered it to 1:4944. On July 4, 1940, 
Viscounty, racing in the colors of the 
Valdina Farms, dropped it again to 1:49, 
and then on July 4 this year, Burning 
Dream went the distance in 1:4815. 


Just prior to the Empire Gold Cup, in which the King Ranch’s Assault was third, the stable from Texas sent out Better Self 
The son of Bimelech—Bee Mac, by War Admiral, got off to a slow start, but quickly, raced into con- 


tention, drew out to win by 11% lengths. Nearway, which also had early speed, finished second. Newsweekly, the pacemaker, was

For June, July 


During the first three months of the 
year, American Thoroughbreds had found 
the three-furlong mark the most suscep- 
tible target for record assaults. During 
April and May, the six-furlong record was 
most frail. 

During June and July, the five-furlong 
mark was the big target, seven new track 
records being established at the distance, 
four other track records being equalled. 
Monmouth Park and Hollywood Park 
led the tracks in number of records equal- 
led or broken. Nine new track records 
were set at Monmouth Park, and six track 
records were equalled. At Hollywood 
Park seven track records were equalled 
and six track records established. In addi- 
tion, the lightning-fast California oval 
was the scene of a new world record, the 
equalling of three world marks and the 
equaling of an American record. 
Fifty-eight different horses either es- 
tablished new track records or equalled 
records. They were 24 geldings, nine 
horses, nine fillies and three mares. 

The only world record made during the 
period was at seven furlongs. The world 
mark at that distance was equalled and 
the world record was twice equalled at 
1,4; miles. Also new American records 
over turf were established at 1144 miles, 
and at 1,°; miles. At 114 miles the Ameri- 
can nin was equalled. 

Establishing the world’s record was 
Honeymoon, which went the seven fur- 


longs in 1:2144 at Hollywood Park on 
June 3. On June 20, Buzfuz equalled that 
mark, also at Hollywood Park. 

The California track also was the scene 
of the equalling of the world record at 
1,'; miles, Artillery and See-Tee-See finish- 
ing in a dead heat in 1:4134 in the Golden 
State Breeders Handicap on June 21. 

Hal Price Headley’s 5-year-old Pellicle 
accounted for the two new American rec- 
ords over the turf. On July 2, he traveled 
the 14 miles course in 1:4944 to win 
the Dominant Handicap, and on July 9 
the gelded son of Sir Damion—Pelisse, by 
*Pharamond 2nd covered the 1,3; miles 
of the Grassland Handicap in 1:56. 

Cover Up equalled the American record 
at 114 miles at Hollywood Park on July 
26, turning in a time of 2:00 in winning 
the Hollywood Gold Cup. The time 
equalled that of Whisk Broom 2nd at Bel- 
mont Park in 1913. 

Of the 58 horses taking part in the 
record-equalling or breaking, 14 were 2- 
year-olds, two were 3-year-olds, 15 were 
4-year-olds, 11 were 5-year-olds, eight were 
6-year-olds, four were 7-year-olds, two were 
8-year-olds, and two were 9-year-olds. 

In addition to Pellicle, other horses to 
more than once equal existing records or 
establish new ones during the two 
months were Tacaro Sunted, Great Flare, 
Polynesian, and Samanad. 

In the list which follows, the following 
abbreviations were used: ETR—equals 
track record; NTR—new track record; 
EW R—equals world record; NWR—new 
world record; NAR—new American rec- 
ord.

Increase Purses of 


Classic Races 
By FRANCO VAROLA 


RoME 

Recently, two important breeding es- 
tablishments in Italy have been offered for 
sale, and the stock was sold at auction. 
One of them, the Scuderia Lupi, had been 
successful in gathering many good brood- 
mares in comparatively few years. At the 
auction, the stock was scattered among 
many other stud farms, and small in- 
dividual breeders. 

Prices were unusually good, even con- 
sidering that it was a closing up of busi- 
ness. The total number of mares at stud 
in the country remained unchanged, but 
we lost the potential capacity of either 
organization to turn out each year a 
smart group of selected horses. 

The cessation was due, ostensibly, to 
lack of funds, or, rather, to fear of having 
to pay too much over a period of four or 
five more years, which period was needed 
to enable the stud farms to reach first 
class production. Many improvements 
have been made, of late, in our racing 
system, and, after all, purses have gone 
up, and are going up steadily. But purses, 


offered immediately, do only relatively 
apply to the long-range needs of breeding, 
because many breeders here are in a posi- 
tion of buying new, expensive stock, and 
breeding on with it for several years before 
they can turn out horses good enough to 
win the big purses. 

Further, the increase of purses was not 
always brought about on a technical basis. 
We, in Italy, have a small yearly produc- 
tion: a few hundred heads. But our 
production is high in quality, and this is 
proved by our achievements on foreign 
tracks, and by the attention paid by for- 
eign breeders to our best horses and sires. 
It would look as if the most simple way 
to maintain quality is to cultivate those 
races which better serve the purpose of 
selecting, that is the classic races. 

Classic races, on the contrary, have not 
been cared for, this year, as much as 
common overnight races. 

The largest lifting of purses, relatively 
speaking, has happened in the field of 
selling races, conditioned, handicaps. The 
purpose was of giving each horse a good 
chance to make a living but the selection 
of the best horses has suffered for it. 

In some instances, today, it might be 
more lucrative for the owner of a good 
3-year-old horse, to have him racing twice 
a week in common races than training him 
for a classic with the hope of a placing. 
Classic training, as we do it, presumes that 
the horse is kept out of engagements for 
quite a while. There have been many de- 


bates on this issue, in our racing press, 
and the UNIRE took recently a first step 
towards the restoration of the financial 
prestige of top races. 


Five for Arc de Triomphe 


The St. Leger was lifted to two million 
lire, as was the Premio del Jockey Club 
at 114 miles. It has also been announced 
that next year’s Derby purse will be four 
millon lire, and the Gran Premio di 
Milano, five million lire or about $13,000. 
But still many other important features 
are waiting for a more substantial recogni- 
tion, 

In the last night of racing at San Siro 
we watched two beautiful exploits by 
Tesio’s runners. Renoir, by Vezzano—Bar- 
bara Burrini, by Papyrus, who had been 
third in the Premio Bimbi, returned to 
success, winning a stake race in impres- 
sive style. Urbinate, a 3-year-old bay colt 
by Niccolo dell’ Arca—Bukumbi, by *Bah- 
ram, cantered past three or four other 
horses in a 10 furlongs affair. Urbinate, 
ran only once at two, won easily, was re- 
garded as very good, and possibly better 
than Tenerani, but had tendon and hock 
trouble through the winter. He might be 
of help next autumn if Tenerani goes 
abroad for racing. 


Scanno, second by a neck to Tenerani 
in the Derby, has been nominated for the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. He is the 
fifth horse of ours, entered in the great

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French race. Others are Aristeo, Fante, 
Tenerani, Zanlupo. 
Scanno is by the young sire Areo, 
probably one of the best survivors of 
Singapore anywhere. This year the sons 
of Arco, though they are very few and out 
of very poor mares, have won 2] races 
through June 30, including the stakes races 
Omnium and Premio Minerva (Scanno), 
and Premio Lazio (Capestrano). 

Last year Arco was the leading sire 
of 2-year-olds, and his best winner Scanno 
has been his best also this season. Scanno 
will probably be started in the St. Leger. 
Arco is being moved from his northera 
Italy stud farm to the Rome area for the 
1948 breeding season. 

He is one of the most successful sires 
in our country, and one of the few who 
has a full book. Like Orsenigo and 
Niccolo dell’ Arca last season, Arco, too, 
will have foreign mares in 1948, as a few 
seasons have been reserved for foreign 
breeders. 

On July 27 at San Siro, the stake 
Premio Lambro, at 1144 miles, was won by 
Vampiro, a bay colt by Moroni—Venaria 
Reale, who had been very promising at 
two, and had been stopped by leg trouble. 
Another youngster winning at San Siro 
was the filly Varignana, by Bozzetto— 
Varzia. Varzia is by Sanzio—Varsov- 
iana; Vasoviana and Venaria Reale are 
both out of Volage, one of our best pro- 
ducing mares, and dam also of the top 
winner Vezzano. 

The Leghorn meeting is continuing with 
extreme success, and with extremely cheap 
horses. 

Of course, the main topic of the day, 
in absence of great events, is the line-up 
of Italian stables for the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. Whether this year, too, our 
participation will be at the last minute 
restricted to the older Fante, nobody can 
say now. We have a formidable group of 
horses nominated for this race: Tenerani, 
Aristeo, Zanlupo, and Fante. The St. 
Leger will be a decisive test for Tenerani, 
while the soft autumn grounds will test 
the real efficiency of Aristeo and Zanlupo. 


Tenerani Better 


I am receiving quite a number of en- 
quiries from abroad asking whether Tene- 
rani is better than Gladiolo as a 3-year- 
old. 

I believe he is. Both horses, of course, 
have weak points physically, but Tenerani 
is far more complete than Gladiolo as a 
racer. Tenerani is very solid and likes to 
fight, which Gladiolo didn’t. Tenerani 
also has shown he is able to sprint at 
the finish, maintaining a great speed for 
at least three final furlongs. Gladiolo 
was rather poor in his sprints, and won all 
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Arlington Park Photo.

his classic races mainly because he en- 
joyed a spectacular form through all the 
spring and summer. 

Being strong at the finish, I believe 
that Tenerani would run as well at a 
mile as he can do at two miles. In com- 
menting on the Gran Premio di Milano I 
observed that Tenerani did something 
which very few other horses ever did; 
that is, he sprang up at the end of the 
far turn, leaving everybody else on the 
spot, and went home running practically 
alone and at high speed for about 800 
meters. And the ground was terribly 
muddy, too, which remains a great proof 
of strength in a 3-year-old colt. 

Gladiolo last year beat Fante by two 
lengths, easily; Tenerani this year beat 
Fante by four lengths, and Fante was on 
his favorite ground, and Tenerani had still 
enough power left. 


These are plain facts, and I would not 
risk more, because Tenerani, after all, 
has to prove that next autumn he will be 
as good as he was back in the spring.

*Rico Monte, though not sound enough 
to risk frequent racing, appears to have 
reproduced in the United States about 
the same form he showed before W. 
Arnold Hanger went to Argentina and, 
with the assistance of Trainer H. A. Luro, 
bought him early in 1946. In both coun- 
tries it has taken top-class horses to beat 
him and he has preferred to run with 
them rather than seek easier contests. 

He was foaled September 1, 1942 at the 
Haras Las Parvas of Juan Annovelli in 
Argentina and was the first foal by his 
sire. At the Palermo sales late in 1944 
he was bought by Los Ideales Stud for 
11,500 pesos (about $2,875). In 1945 he 
ran five times in Argentina, winning the 
11¢-mile Premio Coronel Miguel F. Mar- 
tinez and another race. In his last two 
starts of the year he was second in Argen- 
tina’s two leading classic races for 3-year- 
olds. beaten a neck by Estuardo in the 
Gran Premio Jockey Club and beaten a 
neck by Estuardo in the Gran Premio 
Jockey Club and beaten a neck by * Miss 
Grillo in the Gran Premio Nacional. 

In the U. S. last year he ran second to 
Stymie in two distance races, the New 
York and Gallant Fox Handicaps. In the

year he won the 2%4-mile Pimlico Cup 
Handicap. This year in his first start he 
was second to Assault in the Dixie Handi- 
cap, then ran unplaced twice, including 
the Empire Gold Cup. 

*Rico Monte is from the same family as 
*Battant, imported by Louis B. Mayer and 
sold for $37,000 in the Mayer dispersal 
last February.

The “reckoning” in the novice owner’s 
case was the receipt of steep training bills, 
and the discovery that the normal day’s 
racing program was apportioned seven 
races for 3-year-olds and up, and one race 
for 2-vear-olds. restricted to 12 starters, 
some of them restricted to “claimers,”” and 
the majority open to invading Eastern-bred 
and owned youngsters. Disillusioned and 
resentful, they viewed their unemployed 
horseflesh, and retired from ownership, 
and the market slumped. 


The Turf records of “Lucky” Baldwin, 
J. B. Haggin, Joseph Cairn Simpson, 
Theodore Winters, Leland Stanford, attest 
that California can breed and rear high- 
class race horses. But due to certain 
well known causes the State’s bloodstock 
breeding activities have been in the dol- 
drums for the past few decades. Recently 
there has been a marked resurgence, due 
in large part to the efforts of L. B. Mayer. 
Incidentally, it is earnestly to be hoped 
that the forthcoming dispersal of his 
broodmares and yearlings will not result 
in their being lost to California’s blood- 
stock world. 

THe Broop-Horse’s dictum that “this 
business of encouraging small breeders is 
as sound economically as for grocers to 
encourage the multiplication of groceries,” 
may be economically true, but what about 
its ethical angle? Would it add to the 
stability and general well being of a state 
or country if all the “little” men in busi- 
ness were frozen out by a few powerful 
monopolies? 

Applied to the bloodstock breeding in- 
dustry, this would entail the debarring 
many hundreds of “small” breeders from 
the “closed shop” of a few ultra-wealthy 
breeders. It is certain that race tracks 
would consider very carefully indeed be- 
fore launching a program which increased 
the amenities of club house habitues, and 
curtailed those of thousands of common or 
garden race fans. 

It should also be remembered that 
should there come a slump in California’s 
breeding and racing activities Eastern 
bloodstock breeders would find the Pacific 
Coast strictly a buyer-controlled market. 

Again, it could happen, in the event 
of the anti-racing fraternity staging a 
referendum to abolish the sport, that 
the ousted “small” breeder, and the dis- 
gruntled racing fans, would sullenly shrug 
their shoulders, and abstain from voting. 

Of course, Eastern breeders may hold 
that California’s troubles are no concern 
of theirs. 


Well, isolation has not proven an 
outstandingly successful philosophy in 


world affairs. Both small and big breed- 


ers might do well to adopt as their slogan 
—Let’s hang together, or we'll all hang 
separately.
